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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In the prior Office 
action filed July 11, 2008, dependent claims 9 and 10 were indicated as containing allowable 
subject matter; the rationale for indicating that claims 9 and 10 include allowable subject matter 
lies in the fact that the elastic sliding element (6) of Haapasalo '987 interconnects adjacent laths 
(2) such that "when the [slats] (2) are depressed by a load, the [elastic sliding element] (6) pulls 
the adjacent [slats] (2) downward while simultaneously tilting them" which prevents the flexible 
member (4) "from exercising an elevating effect on the adjacent [slat] (2) in excess of what the 
[elastic sliding element] (6) allows for, transferring its elevating effect on the further [slats] (2)" 
(see page 4, lines 14-29 and page 5, lines 1-3 of Haapasalo '987). This arrangement greatly 
differs from the elastic sliding element structure recited in Applicant's claim 9 (i.e., "a spring 
which surrounds said stems or pistons" that merely acts on each slat individually, as opposed to 
an elastic sliding element interconnecting the slats together as disclosed by Haapasalo) and the 
elastic sliding element configuration as recited in Applicant's claim 10 (i.e., "wherein the elastic 
sliding element is arranged between the top end of the frame and a support block of the pulley", 
as opposed an elastic sliding element disposed above the top end of the frame as clearly 
illustrated in Figure 2 of Haapasalo). Since Applicant's amendment filed November 12, 2008 
incorporates all of the limitations of now-canceled claim 9 into independent claim 1 and rewrites 
claim 10 into independent form (with remaining claims 2-8 and 11-17 being dependent either 
upon claim 1 or claim 10), and an updated prior art search did not yield any other references 
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pertinent to Applicant's claims, it is considered that the application is currently in full and proper 
condition for allowance.
